The Finance Committee report, now in the printing process and due to be in the mails 
by the weekend, will contain no tax rate prediction. 
But, Dr. Albert Greenberg, chairman, states that due to a change in attitude on some 
items by members of his committee which he intends to fight in a minority report at town 
meeting, the tax rate could go up by $3.60 this year. 
The report was prepared with the assistance of former Town Manager Richard J. Bowen. 


Dr. Greenberg said that Bowen 
had been of great assistance to 
the committee, doing, ‘‘leg work, 
getting figures together, typing and 
aiding in the development of the 
new format for the FinCom re- 
port.” 

In the foreword the FinCom 
chairman extends appreciation to

The newly appointed headmaster 
of Phillips Academy told the 
TOWNSMAN this week that he is 
entering secondary education be- 
cause the high school age group is 
being ignored by the public. 

‘‘All the atteation is going to 
university students or _ to 
elementary education,’ said 
Theodore R. Sizer, who will leave 
his post as dean of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education to 
become 12th headmaster of

Sizer was drawn to an 
independent school because he sees 
the inevitable state funding of 
public education as ‘*likely to 


increase the homogeneity of public a 


schools, because they’ll all be 
funded the same way.’”’

‘‘More and more,’’ Sizer said, 
‘*nublic schools will have to look 
to the publicly-oriented non-public 
schools -- especially the very 
strong ones like Phillips Acadamy 
-- for imsinative leadership to 
preserve diversity and variety in 
secondary education,”’

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Basic Skills Are A Problem 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


Rasic skills are a problem area 
in public school education today, 
according to Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert. 

The TOWNSMAN queried the 
superintendent on the published 
opinion of Dartmouth College 
President John Kemeny Monday, 
that American high schools are 
failing to prepare students to meet 
the academic demands of colleges 
today. Kemeny feels that schools 
used to be too rigid to prepare 
students well for college, but 
have overcompensated in the 
opposite direction in recentyears, 
and are not demanding enough. 

Superintendent Seifert says that 
American schools have been 
neglecting basic skills and he 
traces the reason back to Sput- 
nik. 

Russia’s launching of Sputnik 
made American education suddenly 
look to itself, Seifert says, and it 
was found lacking. In post-Sput- 
nik America,: with outstanding 
scientific achievement an aim, it 
became important for students to 
learn how to think. A nation 
of students that is expected to 
launch into space needs to be able 
to think and conceptualize, not 
just take in facts and give them back 
to the teachers on an exam. 

So the schools’ geared 
themselves up to the national 
priorities, the Andover superin- 
tendent maintains, and were fairly 
successful. Students did learn to 
think and conceptualize, and the 
best of them came up with out- 
standing achievements, They also 
learned to think about more than 
academic problems - civil rights, 
Vietnam, ecology, urban prob- 
lems, national priorities. 

The rub is that in the priority 


| to teach students how to think for 


themselves, the schools began to 
neglect basic skills - like spelling, 
and the almost mechanical 
arithmetic facts - addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and divi- 
sion.

the new individualized instruction 
programs in reading and math are 
designed to make more children 
more competent inthe basic skills, 
He also said Andover will add 
extra emphasis on basic skills 
where necessary. 

Math Coordinator Philip Dyer 
will introduce checkpoints into the 
math program, Seifert told the 
TOWNSMAN, where children’s 
competence in basic arithme- 
tic skills can be tested, and re- 
inforced if necessary, before 
proceeding to higher levels. 

The English department at the 
high school is planning to intro- 
duce competency tests to pick up 
sophomore students who need more 
work on basic skills, and let stu- 
dents competent in the basic Eng- 
lish skills have achoice of elective 
courses. 

Superintendent Seifert says he 
wants students to be able to con- 
ceptualize and think for them- 
selves, but he wants them to have 
the basic skills to be able to apply 
their thinking. The basic com- 
munications skills of reading, 
listening, writing and mathematics 
had top priority. 

The first priority item on Supt. 
Seifert’s list of five-year goals, 
published the fall of his first year 
as superintendent, was for almost 
all children to have reached certain 
minimum competency in the basic 
communicative skills of reading, 
listening, writing and mathe- 


matics, by the sixth grade.

School Board Stands 
On $60,000 Request 


The school commnittee is stand- 
ing behind its $60,000 figure for 
planning and working ‘drawings 
funds for renovation of both 
Doherty and Shawsheen Schools, 

The schoolmen consideced pull- 
ing back to a sma'ler plani'ng~- 
funds-only figure at a _ special 
pith Tuesday night, but stood 
ast. 

Retiring Committeeman Dr. 
Daniel Frishman and Chairman 
William King suggested a com- 
promise planning funds figure, al- 
though they agreed that it would 
cost the town more in money and 
time. Dr. Frishmsn also suggested 
that the planning funds amount for 
both schools would circumvent the 
‘‘maneuvering’’ of Cominitteemsn 
Frank Griggs to, split the $69,090 
article; Frishman views this as an 
attempt to ‘‘shoot down Doherty.” 

The committee rallied behind 
Frank Hill’s dogged contention that 
a sound planning sequence for the 
whole school system had preceded 
the school commmittee’s decision. 
Hill safd that to ask for planning 
funds alone and wait until October 
town meeting for working drawings 
to put the renovations out to bid 
would mean delay and more cost, 
and abandoning system planning. 
Hill also said he would vote at town 
meeting against any amendment 
which would limit any renovations 
funds to one school. 


There was real audience par- 
ticipation Tuesday night, and al- 
most all who spoke urged the com- 
mittee to stand up for its educa- 
tional decisions and go for the 
$69,000 package. John Barnwell, 
89 Cross St. and Walter Hughes, 
13 Lockway Road, told the com- 
mittee not to pull back, but ask 
for what they needed from the 
community. Hughes warned that ‘‘if 
you let the finance committee 
browbeat you and all you get is 
planning funds now, you'll never 
get the renovations. Tell the 
finance committee to approve or 
disapprove, and go to the people.” 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert told the committee he was 
optimistic about chances for rein- 
bursement for the Shawsheen reno-- 
vations, He said he had re- 
examined the state qualifications 
and talked to state officials who 
will come to inspect both schools 
this week. In spite of Shawsheen’s 


smaller than standard lot size, 


Seifert said, he feels the state will 
approve if they think the entire 
project a worthy one. 

He also reported that Article 47 
can legally be split to vote on the 
two school renovations separately, 
as Dr. Griggs suggested, in the 
opinion of the state department of 
education’s legal arm. All but 
Griggs are opposed to this, as the 
cominittee majority has taken the 
position that the priorities for the 
schools’ educational needs are the 
same, and the projects should con- 


sidered as one. 

This decision has been endorsed 
unanimously by the Joint PTO Ad- 
visory Council, which includes the 
presidents of all the system’s 
PTOs. The school committee heard 
a report that the Council voted 
unanimously to back the article as 
written; the two schoo! renova- 
tions have equal importance and 
therefore should be considered as 
one.”’ 

At the heart of this issue is the 
question of whether or not the 
Doharty and Shawsheen P’r)’s will 
combine to work for the joint re- 
novations article, according to 


-Committeeman Dan Frishman. He 


pointed out that if Doherty renova- 
tions get shot down again this year, 
they will feel like saying ‘‘The 
hell with it’’. 

A Doberty mother, Mrs, Mary 
Jane Powell, 31 Cheever Circle, 
rose to say ‘‘I want to say that I 
have been hurt by Dr. Griggs’ 
dividing Doherty and Shawsheen. 
The two schools should stick to- 
gether. We are not a new Bancroft 
or a WestSchool. We’ve been poor- 
mouthing it for years, and now we 
have an opportunity to have a 
minimal startonat least physically 
implementing the educational pro- 
grams the school cominittee has 
given us. We’ should be working 
together.’”’ 

Mrs, Ethel Howard, 16 Bowdoin 
Road, former president of the 
Shawsheen PTO, said that her 
group had ‘‘msde overtures” to the 
Doherty School PTO, to work to- 
gether for Article 47, which the 
Shawsheen PTO supports as 
written, for joint renovations of 
both schools. 

The meeting ended with the 
school committee now solidly com- 
mitted to its full $60,009 for 
planning and working drawings for 
both sghools, and the members 
of the two PTO’s concerned, who 
had been sitting on different sides 
of the room, were clustered to- 
gether in discussion. 

The school administration re- 
leased the following list of needs 
of the two schools, 

SHAWSHEEN: 

1. Relocate kindergartens to 
upper levels. 

2. Plumbing - lavatories on 
each floor with hot water. 

3, Wiring - more outlets in 
each room, better lighting in hall- 
way areas. 

4, Heating and ventilation. 

5. Acoustical treatment, par- 
ticularly in gym and cafeteria. 

6. Utilize waste spaces, balcony 
and corridor areas could be large 
group areas, music or science. 

7, Storage areas needed for edu- 
cational equipment, kitchen area. 

8. Large group, small groupand 
individual areas needed. 

9. Special areas for subjects -

$60,000 request from the school 
department for renovations to the 
Shawsheen and Doherty schools, 
feeling there are no% sufficient 
plans at this time, The door is 
left open by the committee, how-~ 
ever, to seek planning funds.

Massachusetts has some of the 
nation’s toughest gun control laws. 
Rut are they tough enough? 

New debate has started on this 
question asthe Legislature’sCom- 
mittee on Public Safety prepares to 
hear a flock of gun control bills 
March 13 -- including a bid to 
confiscate all private weapons, 

Governor Francis Sargent, 
noting that hand guns account for 
the deaths of seven out of 10 
policemen killed in the line of 
duty throughout the nation, backs 
a legislative package to bar 
weapons to anyone convicted of a 
felony and to all aliens, and which 
would require owners to report 
immediately if their weapons are 
lost or stolen. 

Guns killed 9,039 Americans in 
1970 -- two-thirds of the 13,649 
slain. The most recent statis- 
tics listed by the F.B.I. indicate 
that guns killed 122 of the 197 
people murdered in Massachusetts 
in 1970. Across the country in 
1970, 100 police officers were 
killed. 

Present gun control legislation 
is good, says Department of Public 
Safety firearms specialist William 
Fitzgerald, ‘‘but we needto change 
as the times change.”’ 

One lawmaker, though, Brook- 
line Senator Jack Backman, says 
the laws aren’t changing quickly 
enough. 

He’s urging his colleagues to 
adopt a first-in-the-nation ban on 
private gun ownership, arguing 
that the correlation between guns 
and homicides is as clear as that 
between cigarette 
cancer. 

‘“‘The proposed laws would 
help,’’? he says, ‘‘but they don’t 
go to the root of the problem, 
If we can cut down on possession 
we can cut down on crimes -- 
most homicides with guns are be- 
tween ‘people who know each 
other.”’ 

Public Safety Committee head 
Ralph E. Sirianni, Jr. strongly 
disagrees, 

The Winthrop Demvcrat, a police 
officer for five years, argues that 
private gun ownership bans simply 
‘‘won’t get the gun we’re after -- 
the criminal’s. He’ll keep his.” 

«The way things are today,” 
says Rep. Sirianni, ‘with crime 
and violence being what it is most 
people find it very comforting to 
have a firearm in their home.” 

What about the chances that a 
gun in the house might. help turn a 
domestic argument inton 912 
tragedy? 

‘In so-called crimes of pas- 
sion,’? he says, ‘*neople will 
use anything they have around, 
It doesn’t have to be a gun.” 

Roth lawmakers agree that Sen. 
Backman’s proposal to confiscate 
guns and pay owners their ‘‘fair 
market value” of $25 (which- 
ever is more) has produced moun- 
tains of negative mail from gun 
clubs. ' 

Sen. Backman contends, how- 
ever, that this opposition doesn’t 
represent the average Massachu- 

setts citizen -- who dogsn’t own 
a gun and doesn’t want to. 

The legislators also differ about 
the proposal’s valid'ty. Rep. 
Sirianni agrees with gun groups

If a pending U.S. Senate bill 
passes, the Backman bill would- 
not be needed to tighten gun 
ownership in this state. But Sen, 
Backman doubts that it will. 

What, then, are the chances of 
his own proposal getting legis!a- 
tive approval? 

Sen. Backman, noting that Boston 
Mayor Kevin White has endorsed 
his bill, gives this reply: ‘‘The 
issue is not will it pass, but ought 
it to pass?”’

TAX POSTPONEMENT 


If a house sells for a higher 
price than the price that was 
paid for it, there is an income 
tax due on the profit - unless 
you take advantage of the 
government regulations that al- 
low for tax postponement. 

To qualify for this postpone- 
ment, you must buy another 
house not more than one year 
before or after you have sold.

If you 
are building a new house in- 
stead of buying an existing one, 
you have 18 months instead ofa 
year in which to move into your 
new home to qualify for this 
deferment of tax, 

Remember, this is a post- 
ponement of tax, not a 
exemption. Eventually, you’hl 
have to pay. However, any tax 
you can legally postpone is to 
your advantage, particularly in 
an inflationary period and to 


help pay the costs of moving 
into another home.

How does the headmaster- 
appointee feel about another thorny 
subject - coeducation? 

“*T don’t think you can have good 
education at this age group with 
segregation, and teachers in the 
classroom need both. As a 
pedagogue, I have to say that 
educationally, it is essential to 
have boys and girls educated to- 
gether most of the time. The 
trustees are very clear on that 
principle in their resolution of 
last year. 


**But how to do it in Andover 
is another thing. It’s a matter of 
execution. Johnny and Sim have 
struggled with that already - it’s 
nothing new,’? said Sizer. He 
was referring to John Kemper, late 
headmaster of Phillips, who re- 
tired in October because of his 
illness, and Simeone Hyde, dean 
of the faculty who is acting head- 
master until Theodore Sizer takes 
over the reins of the 194 year old 
boarding school on July 1. 

Will Sizer’s interest in public 
education lead to greater com- 
munication between Phillips and 
the town’s public school sy stem? 

“*] can’t say,” the Harvard dean 
replied, ‘‘because I don’t know 
Andover at all yet. I do know 
that the superintendent of schools 
in Andover is one of the first 
people I will go to see when I get 
to town.”’ 

Sizer said a cheerful ‘‘I don’t 
know yet’? to lots of questions, 
but he was certain that on the 
larger scale, there is a need for 
closer association of independent 
and public schools who have a 
commvnity interest. 

“TY don’t know how it will come 
about, but there shouldbe the same 
kind of easy working relationships 
between private and public 
secondary institutions as exists at 
the university level, between pri- 
vate and state universities.” 

“The situation in public high 
schools is that the public is losing 
interest,” Sizer stated flatly. 
“There is a sour feeling daveloped 
that is very disheartening.” He 

inted out that high schools are 
Preccativaly) ‘‘blowing up all 
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over the place, but thare isn’t 
any Kerr Commission worrying 
about it.’ For Sizer, who served 
as director of the Harvard Master 
of Arts in Teaching Program, and 
as a Master Teacher in the Har- 
vard - Newton summer training 
center for high school teachers, 
this makes the secondary school 
field an interesting one to work in. 

State funding of public educa- 
tion is inevitable, Sizer feels, 
growing out of the recent court 
cases in California andelsewhere. 

«State funding is inevitable from 
the judicial standpoint alons,’’ he 
predicted. State funding will mean 
the end of the property tax as 
the main basis for funding of 
public education. 

“Schoo! districts with low tax 
bases are no longer going to suffer 
as they do now. But the flip side 
of the coin is that this is likely 
to increase the homogeneity of 


* high schools, since they will be 


funded the same way. The d‘f- 
ferences between high schoo!s will 
decrease.’’ 

The leadership job of strong 
publicly oriented non-public 
schools like PA is to promote 
imagination, variety and diversity, 
to help preserve it in public as 
well as private high schools, 


‘Phillips Academy has_ the 
financial strength and the tradi- 
tion of high standards to carry it 
off,’’ Sizer prophesied.

Warriors In

Coach Wil Hixon’s powerhouse 

Andover High basketball team 
completed its first undefeated 
regular season in 20 years last 
week, coming from behind to defeat 
Lowell 67-54 inanon-league wrap- 
up. 
Prhe Golden Warrior hoopsters, 
whose last unbeaten campaign was 
way back in1951-52, captured their 
second straight Merrimack Valley 
Conference title with a perfect 
14-0 league slate. 

None of the MYC games were 
close, as Andover piled up incred- 
ible victory margins of 39-40 
points each game. One typical 
late-season clash saw Andover 
with an 80-29 lead over Wilming- 
ton after three quarters, 

The Lowell game, which boosted 
AHS’ overall ledger to 18-0, was 
notable simply for the fact that 
the Warriors trailed 25-22 at 
the half. 

This marked the first time all 
year Hixon’s club had been behind 


_at this point in a game.

Lowell 27-12 during the thiru 
quarter behind the red-hot sharp- 
shooting of 6’7’’ senior Dana Car- 
michael. 

Trailing 33-23 at the 3:09 mark 
of the third stanza, AHS went ona 
21-4 binge to pull ahead 49-37 
as the final stanza began. . 

Carmichael, who hit a career 
high’ of 29 points in the contest, 
accounted for 14 of them in the 
decisive third period.

The Andover High hockey team 
and goaltender Dave Hubbell saved 
their best for last, although it 
wasn’t quite good enough as the 
Golden Warriors dropped a close 
2-1 decision to powerful Burling- 
ton last Saturday.

Gulls Are Inland Visitors 


by Wayne Hanley 


New Englanders usually are 
surprised about the birds of the 
region which visitors from out-of- 
state, particularly from inland 
states, find unusual. 

Probably more inlanders 
become impressed by our gulls -- 
the herring gulls and great black- 
backed gulls -- than by any other 
single group of birds. 

This was even truer twenty- 
five years ago than it is today. 
Today the once-scarce gulls are 
becoming more com:non inland. 

The thing about gulls, ofcourse, 
is that the visitor -- no matter 
how casually he observes the 
natural scene -- cannot avoidthem. 
To the current generation of New 
Englanders, these birds are as 
commonplace as a handful of dirt. 
Thus, they cannot understand the 
inlanders’ preoccupation with the 
commonplace. 

Oddly, something similar 
happens when a foreign visitor 
arrives in New England, Usually 
the bird that he cannot believe is 
the blue jay. Since blue jays occur 
almost everywhere, the New Eng- 
lander cannot see them for what 
they are: a beautiful bird of near- 
tropical brilliance. 

Comparatively young men now 
alive in New England remember 
when the breat black-backed gull 
-- the large gull with a white front 
and black back (actually black 
wing covers) -- was a rare birdin 
southern New England and even 
uncommon in northeastern New 
England, 

Yet, seventy-five years ago the 
now-abundant herring gulls were 
scarce birds which bred ina few 
isolated colonies on islands far 
offshore in downeast Maine. In 
fact they were so scarce that the 
Audubon Soziety at one time had a 
warden protecting them! 

Adult herring gulls wear white 
on the head and front and have a 
grayish mantle on the wings which 
makes their back appear gray when 
they are at rest. The brownish- 


colored gulls -- ani mast of the 
gulls whichare some stage between 
brownish and adult white and gray 
-- are immature herring gulls, 

The fluctuation in gull numbers 
which we have referred to -- from 
almost none to possibly far too 
many -- is illustrative of what can 
happen to bird populations. Gulls 
boomed because they found a food 
subsidy in man’s wasteful use of 
food, sewage and garbage. Gulls 
are scavengers and can live 
bountifully on an open dump. 

So much for what probably are 
the most conspicuous birds inNew 
England, 

Some of the birds that excite 
New Englanders -- for instance, 
the cardinal and tufted titmouse 
that invaded the region 15 years 
ago -- are common birds in states 
to the south and west. 

A turkey vulture, seen sparsely 
and occasionally in New England, 
will not interest a southerner who 
can look skyward at home and 
be almost certain of seeing at 
least one -- and possibly a half- 
dozen black vultures also. Nor 
should we refer to the small clus- 
ters of horned larks along our 
winter beaches as abundant. A 
visitor from the Great Plains may 
have seen after an unexpected 
spring snowstorm thousands of 
dead larks scattered over the 
plains as far as the eye can scan,

The Andover Learning 
Disabilities Program has taken 
advantage of public regulations to 
provide additional resources for 
students in the program. Public 
Law 89-522 authorizes the Library 
of Congress to expand its free- 
books-for-the-blind program to 
include people with other reading 
handicaps. Included are students 
who have been diagnosed as hav- 
ing a learning disability under our 
program. 

The school system files a form 
with the state to obtain verifica- 
tion of our diagnosis on each 
student. Diagnosis consists of a 
variety oftests, achievement tests, 
medical report, teacher evalua- 
tion, and language and reading 
diagnostic tests. When we receive 
verification from the state, we 
certify that the student is eligible 
and provide his family with aform 
to file for free materials. 

The Massachusetts Commission 
for the Blind will issue a talking 
book machine (actually a three 
speed record player worth $59) on 
free loan to the student. After 
delivery, the Perkins Regional 
Library ‘is notified to begin ser- 
vice. A sample book, forms, 
instructions, and catalogs are sent 
to the borrower. Selections are 
made by the student, and the re- 
cording is loaned with freemailing 
privileges for as long as it is 
needed. Most materia!s in this 
program are in the literature 
category. 

The school system has been in- 
strumental in obtaining one 
hundred talkinz books for students’ 
home use under this prozram. 

Another type of program is Ra- 
cordings for the Blind, Inc. Tapes 
of almost any textbook are avail- 
able on four track reels. They 
are loaned for up to a year and 
may be duplicated by anyone for 
non-profit use. Textbooks that 
are not presently on tape can be 
sent in to be recorded, 

We have fourteen textbooks on 
tape at the junior high level that 
are in the process of being dupli- 
cated on cassettes so students 
can borrow them for home study. 
Mrs. Nancy Deacon of Andover St. 
has organized volunteers to per- 
form this valuable service. When 
the textbook has been transferred 
to a cassette, we can duplicate it 
automatically to make as meny 


copies as necessary.

Prior to these services, equip- 
ment, and instructiona! materials 
being available, the tutors in the 
Learning Disabilities Program 
were recording tapes for student 
use on a voluntary basis outside 
of tutoring time.
